Many nationalities were represented in early Mobile 
according to the records in this publication; Poland, Germany, 
France, Prussia, Spain, England, to name a few. 


During these earliest epidemics, rogues and thieves were 
rampant in their ill-gotten gain, and trade and traffic was 
halted. The sick tended the sick, and there were no funerals 
In most cases the driver of the hearse cart and the grave 
digger were the only ones comprising a funeral party, and 
many were left unburied in the graveyard overnight, so hard 
pressed were they for labor. 


Death prevailed everywhere, and the poor were reduced 
to beggary, and the rich were known to accept alms. It was 
no respector of persons, and bad and good, rich and poor 
went down together. Those who could, escaped, many to die on 
the way. It was swift and violent, most dying within 4& hours. 
some only lé hours, while others lingered longer, and few 
lived thru it. In certain sections of the town there was 
almost a continuous procession to the grave. 

During the yellow-fever periods some of the Mobile Doctors 
contributed all their time to treatment and research as to 
the causes and prevention of yellow-fever, they are3; Dr. Jabez 
W. Heustis, Dr. William Crawford Gorgas, and Dr. Josiah Clark 
Nott who was the founder of the Medical College in Mobile. 


Also Dr. Walter Reed of Gloucester, Virginia, a Curator 


‘of the Army Medical School in Weshington, D. C. made important 


discoveries in eliminating the disease.
